HIGH TAXES CURBING BUILDING ACTIVITY 
There is an obv iou s need in almost ev ery com­ 
mu nity of the cou ntry for new homes, and in 
many for hew commercial bu ildings. Many homes 
hav e become practically u ninhabitable du e to 
neglect du ring the past few y ears and scarcely 
any hav e been bu ilt du ring that period. Increased 
bu siness activ ity makes it possible for families 
that hav e been combined into one hou se to sep­ 
arate again and seek their own home. Commer­ 
cial ex pansion is cau sing a need for new bu ild­ 
ings and additions to present locations. 
Bu t no one of the chief factors in cu rtailing 
the bu ilding which might otherwise be done, is 
high tax es. Tax es on ev en a modest home bu ilt 
new, amou nt to almost as mu ch as many are now 
pay ing for rent in many localities. The bu rden 
that mu st be assu med by the family seeking to 
own a new home is too great to be borne, if fi­ 
nancing is necessary , with its su bsequ ent inter­ 
est charge to add to the load. 
Likewise, there is no incentiv e for the person 
with money to bu ild new bu ildings when ex cessiv e 
tax rates prev ail. This capital is inv ested in tax 
free bonds or in other way s whereby tax es may 
be ev aded. 
It has been said recently that we wou ld hav e 
no depression longer or no u nemploy ed to pro­ 
v ide for if there wou ld dev elop a real boom in 
the bu ilding indu stry . While this statem ent may 
be ov er enthu siastic, there is no qu estion bu t 
what there wou ld be a v ast difference shou ld 
bu ilding be rev iv ed on a large scale. It is esti­ 
mated that 2,500,000 of the u nemploy ed are con­ 
nected with the bu ilding trades. 
There is no lack of desire for new homes for 
hu ndreds of thou sands the cou ntry ov er are look­ 
ing forward to the day when they may bu ild and 
own a home, and capital is anx iou s to inv est in 
sou nd real estate v alu es. Only ex cessiv e tax es 
cou pled with the present high cost of bu ilding 
materials are cu rbing these desires.
